Back to the days of candles and 


terosene lamps Is the experience of 
the people of New Smyrna these days, 
and how long this condition is to last 
Js problematical. No information on 
the matter is being "given out by the 
Kew Smyrna Public Service company 
and everybody is entitled to guess. 


Not only is the electric plant out 


of commission, but the ice plant is 
also taking a rest and the people are 
dependent upon speculators who are 
buying ice in surrounding cities and 
towns, hauling it here in trucks and 
peddling it out at a cent a pound—and 
you can take it or leave it. 


The electric current went off last 


-week Wednesday night at 10 o'clock 
and it is still off. No explanation has 
been made by the light company up 
to this time, but a notice published in 
this issue of the News calls attention 
to the fact that the plant is closed 
down for extensive repairs. 
How 


long it will be closed down, or whether 
it will ever be started again is not 
Smown. 


It is said that J. C. Lyle, who has 


Seen the local manager of both the 
Daytona 
and 
New Smyrna Public 


Service companies, has severed his 
•connection with the New Smyrna end 
of the business and that charge of the 
property here has been turned over 
to McCullom & Clark, legal repre- 
sentatives of the owning company. 


Monday Mr. McCullom and Mr. 


Lyle were in New Smyrna looking the 
situation over and while here Mr. 
UlcCullom was taken suddenly ill and 
•was compelled to return to Jackson- 
ville. No statements were given out 
as to what steps are being taken to re- 
lieve the situation in this city. 


All kinds of reports are being cir- 


culated 
as to the 
causes 
of 


the discontinuance of the electric and 
ice service, but no authoritative state- 
ment has been issued. The statement 
is made by Mr. Lyle that the cause 
of the lack of ice is that an employe 
of the plant permitted all of the 
ammonia to run out and there was 
no reserve supply to recharge the 
ice making machine. The company 
is said to have two drums of ammonia 
at the freight depot but that over 
eight drums are required td charge 
tb» machine. At the meeting of the 
city coucil Tuesday night the city at- 
torney was instructed to communicate 
with the head of the owning company 
in Boston to ascertain if there is any 
good reason why the plant is not in 
operation, and the mayor was author- 
ized and directed to give the company 
-notice as required by law for the 
revocation of its charter. 


In the meantime there is nothing 


for the people to do but put up with 
the situation, cuss the Public Service 
company and wait for information or 
something to happen. 


A petition 
has 
been circulated 


among the citizens and freely signed 
asking the city coucil to call an elec 
tion on the matter of bonding the city 
to build a new light and ice plant 
but even if this action is taken it will 
not relieve the present situation, anc 
the people want lights and ice and 
want them now. 


There is probably not another city 


or community in the country that has 
been compelled to put up with ai 
rotten electric and ice service as tha 
given the people of New Smyrna dur 
ing the last year, and the complete 
closing down of the plant has brough 
the indignation of the people to the 
boiling over point.

Mr. Daugherty was asked 
to give a bond to complete the work, 
but refused to do so as the city had 
no money to carry out its part of the 
contract.

Back to the days of candles ant 


kerosene lamps is the experience of 
the people of New Smyrna these days 
and how long this condition is to last 
is problematical. No information on 
the matter is being "given out by the 
New Smyrna Public Service company 
and everybody is entitled to guess. 


Not only is the electric plant out 


of commission, but the ice plant is 
also taking a rest and the people are 
dependent upon speculators who are 
buying ice in surrounding cities and 
towns, hauling it here in trucks and 
peddling it out at a cent a pound—and 
you can take it or leave it. 


The electric current went off last 


•week Wednesday night at 10 o'clock 
and it is still off. No explanation has 
been made by the light company up 
to this time, but a notice published in 
this issue of the News calls attention 
to the fact that the plant is closed 
down for extensive repairs. 
How 


long it will be closed down, or whether 
it will ever be started again is not 
Jraown. 


It is said that J. C. Lyle, who has 


Seen the local manager of both the 
Daytona 
and 
New Smyrna Public 


Service companies, has severed his 
•connection with the New Smyrna end 
of the business and that charge of the 
property here has been turned over 
to McCullom & Clark, legal repre- 
sentatives of the owning company. 


Monday Mr. McCullom and Mr. 


Lyle were in New Smyrna looking the 
situation over and while here Mr. 
^McCullom was taken suddenly ill and 
•was compelled to return to Jackson- 
ville. No statements were given out 
as to what steps are being taken to re- 
lieve the situation in this city. 


All kinds of reports are being cir- 


culated 
as to the 
causes 
of 


the discontinuance of the electric and 
ice service, but no authoritative state- 
ment has been issued. The statement 
is made by Mr. Lyle that the cause 
of the lack of ice is that an employe 
of the plant permitted all of the 
ammonia to run ont and there was 
no reserve supply to recharge the 
ice making machine. The company 
is said to have two drums of ammonia 
at the freight depot but that over 
eight drums are required td charge 
the. machine. At the meeting of the 
city coucil Tuesday night the city at- 
torney was instructed to communicate 
with the head of the owning company 
in Boston to ascertain if there is any 
good reason why the plant is not in 
operation, and the mayor was author- 
ized and directed to give the company 
-notice as required by law for the 
revocation of its charter. 


In the meantime there js nothing 


for the people to do but put up with 
the situation, cuss the Public Service 
company and wait for information or 
something to happen. 


A petition 
has 
been 
circulated 


among the citizens and freely signed 
asking the city coucil to call an elec- 
tion on the matter of bonding the city 
to build a new light and ice plant, 
but even if this action is taken it will 
not relieve the present situation, and 
the people want lights and ice and 
want them now. 


There is probably not another city 


or community in the country that has 
been compelled to put up with as 
rotten electric and ice service as that 
given the people of New Smyrna dur- 
ing the last year, and the complete 
closing down of the plant has brought 
the indignation of the people to the 
boiling over point.

MORE PAY. 


At the regular monthly meeting of 


the county school board held last 
week returns from the special tax 
school district election held in dis- 
trict No. 19, Glencoe, Saturday, June 
5th, as made by the election board, 
were canvassed and Messrs. J. L. 
Ditson, G. W. Putch and W. A. Me- 
Kenzie were declared elected trus- 
tees for the two succeeding years. 
The levy for the two succeeding years 
was set at three mills by the voters. 


A petition from the New Smyrna 


colored people asking that W. M. 
Tate be assigned as principal of their 
school was received, and action on 
the same was postponed until the 
time of appointment of teachers. 


Commissioner Lemmon was 
in- 


structed to have the three school 
busses put in good condition during 
the summer months, and to secure 
estimates for clearing and fencing 
five acres of land for agricultural 
farm at the Central high school 


The absolutely necessary items of 


expense other than teachers' salaries 
for the coming school year were de- 
cided upon tentatively, and the sec- 
retary instriu ted to make up a salary 
schedule for teachers using the bal- 
ance of the total income to the gen- 
eral school fund for that purpose. 
The items tentatively agreed upon re- 
duces the overhead expense several 
thousand dollars, including "cuts in 
items of equipment, furniture, repairs, 
iransportation, 
administration 
ex- 


pense, etc. 


It being absolutely impossible to 


adopt a definite budget and salary 
schedule until tentative estimates 
may be made for each school, this 
matter was postponed until Friday, 
June 18th, when the board will meet 
n special session to canvas returns 
from the special bond election held 
n DeLand.

CITY EXPENSES WILL 


BE HIGHER THIS YEAR 


The expenses of the city of New 


Smyrna will be practically one-third 
or $3,250, more for the coming year 
than for the past year, according to 
the annual budget of expenses adopt- 
ed by the city council at a meeting 
held Tuesday night. 


The budget as adopted calls for a 


total of $15,300 for the coming year, 
as against $12,050 for the year now 
closing. This is exclusive of the mill- 
age for bond interest and sinking 
funds, which is the same as last 
year.

CANAL NOT COVERED 


NOT LIKELY TO 


BID 
FOR WARRANTS NOT 
AC- 


CEPTED AND CONTRACTOR TOM 


DAUGHERTY TAKES BACK HIS 


PROPOSITION. 


It is probable the canal will not be 


covered, at least not with the $15,000 
in time warrants authorized by the 
special act of the legislature. 


Estimates on the work of covering 


the canal have been made and the 
city has paid $250 for the estimating. 
The lowest one of these estimates was 
for $25,000 and the engineer did not 
recommend that plan. Later estimates 
have also been made and recently a 
verbal contract was made with To' i 
Daugherty to do the covering with i 
cement arch and within the limit of 
$15,000 to be obtained on the time 
warrants authorized, but this did not 
call for covering the full distance 
from Myrtle avenue to the mouth of 
the canai. At that time the money 
was not available, as ihe warrants 
had never been prepared and the city 
had not the money to go ahead witft 
the work. Mr. Daugherty was asked 
to give a bond to complete the work, 
but refused to do so as the city had 
no money to carry out its part of the 
contract. 


At a recent meeting of the council 


the. warrants were ordered prepared 
and dated July 1, 1920, and bids for 
the warrants were asked for. 


At a meeting of the council Tuesday 


night the matter came up for action 
and one bid was presented, the State 
bank agreeing to take any part or all 
of the issue of $15,000 in warrants at 
par and pay four per cent interest on 
any part of it left in the bank three 
months or longer and two per cent 
on daily balances. It is explained that 
this proposition was made in an ef- 
fort to help the city carry on the 
work. No other bids were presented. 


When this bid was presented Coun- 


cilman Ellas, who is chairman of the 
street committee' and has been the 
most active spirit in trying to get the 
canal covered, moved that the bid be 
accepted, but no other member of the 
council would second the motion and 
no action could be taken. The propo- 
sition from the State bank was re- 
turned to Cashier Ashton, who was 
present. 


Folowing this a 
communication 


from Mr. Daugherty was presented 
saying he could not complete the work 
as he had originally agreed to do be- 
cause he could not get help at the 
wages he could have obtained it at 
that time, and the city is left with^' 
out a prospective contractor. 


No action was taken by the council 


and the matter was dropped. 
The 


matter may be called up for action 
at some future time, but it is probable 
no further efforts will be made to 
have the work done. 


The Boy Scouts are being re-organ-
